The Kentucky State Tax Commis- 
sion on Thursday approved the tax as- 
sessment as returned by the Mason 
County Board of Tiix Supervisors and 
certified it to Stale Auditor Green. The 
recapitulation shows that the total 
amount of taxes due the state of Ken- 
tucky from Mason county Is 184,784.26 
while there la a toUl of 118,918,723 
Bubject to county taxation. 

The Mason County Oommissionera 
have not as yet fixed the tax' levy for 
the fiscal year. This was to liav<' hmn 
done several days ago but the coiiiiiiIh- 
sioners are holding up thin action un- 
til after the road taxi election on Sat- 
urday, June 14, 80 as to tell about 
what will be needed (or road work for 
the ensuing year. 

It will be remembered that the Stato 
Tax Commission at first requested a 
great increase in the assessment in 
Mason county and that one board of 
supervisors resigned rather than to 
make the Increase. The last board ap- 
pointed, howover, made an inereaae of 
about 8 per cent over last year and It 
is quite a relief to know that the state 
Commission has aoroiifed iIipsp flc- 
ures and has approvoii tln'iji lo tlio 
auditor.

(New York TInips) 
ReprcBentativo VolBlead'H iirdtiilii- 
tlon enforcement bill might have Ixm-m 
entnied "An Act to Promote Breaches 
of the Peace." tt was prepared, we 
are told, "with the assistance of coun- 
'<el for the Anti-Saloon League," as 
mlRht have been Inferred from the 
provision for a Prohihition Connnis- 
sloner In the Treasury ne|)arlnii'nt. 
who "may appoint s\k1\ nssistanfB or 
agents as be may deem necessary." 
The brethren will find their occupa- 
tion gone in a few months; at lea.st 
they may lad a good many coatribu- 
tors who will be unable to see the 
need of an Anti-Saloon League when 
there arc no lonRcr any saloons, and 
who may. perhaps, he unwilllnc to 
nart with their iiiouey to extend the 
blessings of prohibition to ParaRua? 
aad Cambodia. 80, as a matter of In- 
saraaee agakut tke etil day. we have 
a bill drawn to pot the stair of the 
Anti-Saloon Leagae on tke Federal 
pay roll. 

By the teriiiB of ttiis tolerant meas- 
ure It shall he unlawful to "manufac- 
ture, sell, barter, give away, transport, 
export, deliver, fumlah, receive, pos- 
eeee or vee" aaytklag wHk more than 
one kalt of 1 por osat of alcohol; 
•ted an tke proftrioM of tUs act 
skall be liberally "consOlied." Well, 
tkeie are various deflnltlona of "liber- 
al;" a good many people last year lu ltj 



that the only lilierals were those who 
supported the Kaiser and tiio Junkers 
against the democratic world; a Uher- 
al construction of this act evidently 
meana an Illiberal conitruotlon. If .lt 
la paaied, we aball see all the agentB 
of the Anti-Saloon League clothed 
with powers to invade every home and 
to hale before the Courts any one 
Kuilty of posspssinH or usiiii; whisky, 
wine, beer or anything else in any de- 
gree alcoholic. 

This la what the triumphant leaders 
of the drya called, when their victory 
was still fresh, "an adequate search 
and seizure iirovision." Since then 
some l.,aodiceans ainonc lliem, inciiid- 
ing our own Mr. Anderson, have weak- 
ened, and augKested that perhaps the 
homes of citizens might ot be Invaded 
after all; but it appear^ that the up- 
per hand has been gained by the tac- 
tion which believes in taking all that 
the tralBc will liear. To he sure, there 
i<« some douht as to how much the 
Auierici:n peojile will stand: the eiRlit- 
eenth amendment prohibits the manu- 
facture, sale or transportation of liq- 
uor after January 16 next, but it does 
not prohlbiti the ownership or use of 
what may have been manufactured, 
bought and transported before that 
date. If there Is anything in the 
constitution anthorizins this search 
and. seizure hy Federal ollicials it is 
more likely to he found in the con- 
stitution of the Antl-Saloon League 
than in that of the United Stetea. But 
whsf Is the constitution among drys 
iilways excepting the .. eighteenth 
amendment, which it Is treasonable to 
try to repealT

Whether or not I am elected to the of- 
floe of Qovemor, I shall do all in my 
power to aid in the ntlflcatloii of the 
Susan'B. Anthony Amendment." 

Telegrams of congratulations from 
all over Kentucky and from Congres- 
sional friends in Washington have 
poured In today to suffrage leaders 
here who are already planning the 
Urat stepe in fhe ratillcation campaign. 
"It hu taken half a C|tntury to pass 
the Federal Amendment," said one, 
"but the Kentucky T.ieglBlature of 1920 
will ratify the Amendment within ten 
days after It convenes."

Itepresentatlve (jordon's Shauty Itoat 
Law Will Send All lUver Kats 
To Kentucky Shores. 



After July 6th a new obligation will 
fall upon the aherlff of each oounty In 
Ohio having navigable streanu, that 
being the date when they must com- 
mence making a survey of boats found 
thereon to see whether they have 
taken out proper license. This law 
calls for license from all boats not 
propelled by steam to be thus regis- 
tered. The sheriff must make this sur- 
vey every sixty daya, and Representa- 
tive Gordon of our neighboring county 
of nrown, the author of the bill, says 
ii will he the means of ridding the 
people along the Ohio river of a nui- 
sance which has long afflicted them. 
The bill was brought for enactment by 
their request, and is so shaped. Where 
the owners are found to have supplied 
themselves properly, they are to be 
reported to the prosecutor, who Is to 
proceed with prosecution. 

Kentucky has long had a similar 
law which has never been strictly en- 
forced but which will now nave to he 
brought Into use as a matter of self- 
defense.
